any other capacity. He said he 
was not afraid to meet and converse 
with newspaper men, but enjoyed 
talking with them. He said the 
present system of obtaining news 
was a great improvement over the 
old, and of great benefit to the coun- 
try, and that good results often 
follewed the fore shadowing of a pub- 
lic man’s ideas, but that sometimes 
irresponsible news-gatherers were 
found who would distort a public 
man’s sayings and mould them to 
suit his own purpose, but in the 
main this work was followed by 
good results. The General said he 
was on-this coast in 1848, before we 
had established distances, and was 
reatly surprised te notice the 
mprovement made west of the 
Platte. He said that he would have 
enjoyed a visit to the Comatock, 
and if he had known before leaving 
home that it was in such close
